U.S. Orbits Radio Satellite 
For Spy-Proof Message Setup 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla 
(UPI)\—The United States cial 
a 500-pound military communica- 
tions satellite into orbit Tuesday, 
marking the nation’s 28th and 
most complex space success 
since Russia launched its first 
sputnik- exactly three years ago. 


It marked the first step in pro- 
viding the nation’s military with a 
communications system which 
scientists said would be ‘“‘practic- 
ally unjammable.”’ 


An 80-foot Thor-Able-Star rocket | 


carryng the ball-shaped 51-inch 
orb rose from its launching pad 
in a burst of orange flame at 12:49 
p.m. (Atlanta time). Two hours 


later jubilant officials announced | 
an orbit had been obtained. 


Donald A. Marx, a scientist con- 
nected with the Courier program, 
said America’s newest moonlet 
“is working.” ““We are receiving, 
and the information is very 
good.”” 


He said preliminary indications 
were that Courier was “in an ac- 
ceptable orbit, something very 
near what we had planned.” Per- 
fect orbits are seldom achieved. 


Courier was aimed toward an 
orbit 650 miles high and as close 
to the equator as possible. 


Courier carried high-speed tape 
recorders and radio equipment 


and represented the first step in 
a plan to provide free world mili- 


tary forces with an instantaneous |}. 


and espionage - free communica- 
tions system. 


Tuesday’s shot was a repeat of 
a launching attempt that failed 
Aug. 18 when the rocket exploded. 


The basic function of Courier is 
to receive and record high-speed 
radio - teletype and voice mes- 
sages fram one station and relay 
to another when triggered by cod- 
ed signal. It has the capability to 
memorize and transmit in 10 min- 
utes wordage equal to a 50-page 
newspaper supplement, or the

Scout Rocket 
Passes Vital 
Space Test 


WASHINGTON (®#—The United 
States described as a complete 
success Tuesday the test flight of 
a scout rocket designed to serve 
as a relatively inexpensive yet 
versatile vehicle for a variety of 
space-exploring missions. 


The 72-foot tall rocket soared 
3,500 miles high and 5,800 miles 
out over the Atlantic on a 79-min- 
ute flight that ended in the ocean 
or in fiery destruction in the at- 
mosphere between South America 
and Africa. It was launched from 
the Wallops Island, Va., station of 
the National Aeronautics and 
| Space Administration. 


Although the test was designed 
primarily to test the performance 
and structural strength of the 
rocket, the vehicle carried special 
Air Force experimental radiation 
measuring equipment.

However, there is significance in what 
Gov. Vandiver said the other day as to 
the possibility that someone should look 
into the situation.

The over-all effect would represent an 
improvement in Georgia’s politica] health.

Let's Get Election Law 
Tested—or Rewritten 


The ruling by DeKalb’s attorney that 
independent candidates for two county 
offices cannot have their names on the 
general election ballot adds somewhat to 
the confusion. 

Apparently a test of the present laws 
is needed—or new, specific laws. 

This newspaper believes that bona 
fide candidates — Independents, Republi- 
cans, Democrats, Greenbacks, Single- 
Taxers—owe it to the voters to qualify 
for the general election in some responsi- 
ble way. 

The predominant party in this state 
is rich enough to hold primaries. (So is 
the Republican Party, for that matter. 
But that’s another question.) Independ- 
ents should be forced to prove their own 
responsibility by meeting the minimum 
test now imposed on state office candi- 
dates. That is the 5 per cent petition. 

If the law is not clear, then the 
state’s attorney general should say so and 
the Legislature should make it clear be- 
fore there is another general election.

Khrushchev’s Reverses 


Are Strengthening U.N. 


In another of those disconcerting 
changes of direction so characteristic of 
Communist tactics, Premier Khrushchev 
yesterday appeared to be retreating from 
threats that the Soviets would leave the 
United Nations unless it were remade to 
Moscow design. 


The retreat followed the enthusiastic 
support. which greeted Dag Hammarsk- 
jold’s_ refusal to resign as secretary gen- 
eral. It followed equally determined signs 
by an overwhelming majority that Khru- 
shchev’s other demands which would 
place the U.N. under Soviet domination 
also would be rejected out of hand. 

As for Khrushchev’s other threat that 
unless the U.N. accepted his demands, any 
future U.N. decision that ran counter to 
Soviet policy would be ignored is no 
threat at all. This has been the Soviet 
course for years with some 90 vetoes in 
the Security Council. 

The Soviet ignored the U.N. in the 
Congo, attempting to circumvent its de-

Negro Demonstrators 
Have Damaged Atlanta 


When some 50 Negroes staged a voter 
registration “stand-in” here Monday the 
Fulton County registration supervisor 
told them “I don’t appreciate this,” and 
neither does Atlanta. 

There is no discrimination against 
registration of any voter in Atlanta. Both 
races know this. Not only may Negroes 
vote, but Negro managers and clerks 
serve in city elections. At least two mem- 
bers of the non-partisan City Executive 
Committee, which arranges the elections, 
are Negroes. 

Yet Atlanta was included as the site 
of a nationally publicized “stand-in.” The 
Rev. Martin Luther King Jr. described it 
as “an experiment with the ‘stand-in’ 
technique to see how effective it can be.” 

What he experimented with in fact 
was Atlanta’s good name before the na- 
tion. The demonstration unjustly embar- 
rassed people who are trying to do the 
right thing. 

A King aide said the Atlanta “stand- 
in” was not meant as a protest but rather 
was intended to dramatize practices in 
a place that is “sympathetic to Negro 
rights.” The explanation was absent from 
news dispatches that spread Atlanta’s 
name around the country; the conclusion 
of many American readers is that Atlanta 
is mistreating Negro voter registrants. 

These demonstrators have handled 
Atlanta’s reputation carelessly and dam- 
aged a city that didn’t deserve it.

Education, he said, is the only “dignified’’ way to fight for states’ 
rights. The governors were told that teaching of the Constitution in 
the classroom is one way to “counter federal invasion of states’ 


rights.”’

Whereupon the governors of the Southern states adopted the 
Hollings resolution which, while noble in its advocacy of “the teach- 
ing of the Constitution’ in the classroom, goes on to “commend” 
the statements of Mr. Mays and describe the South as “one of the 
last bastions of the federal system under the Constitution.”’ 

Any schoolteacher who wishes to go forward with a fair and im- 
partial teaching of the Constitution will be serving Southern children 


well. 


But any teacher who teaches the Constitution in the spirit of the 
governors’ resolution, assuming that the South is the “last bastion’’ 
and that Mr. Mays’ views on states’ rights are a recommended line, 
will be brainwashing Southern children toward one of two sides, and 
ill preparing them to decide the national political issues they will 
meet in adulthood. The Southern governors have brought politics too 
close to the classroom.

son the polls find the candidates so close and the outcome so unpre- 


dictable. 

Sen. Kennedy’s theme is that 
the United States is losing the 
arms race with Russia and that 
our economy is slowing down. 
Therefore he contends that we 
can’t solve our problems at home 
or meet our respons ibilities 
aboard. Can he sell this to a ma- 
jority of voters? 

Such a campaign appeal can 
be effective only if there is wide- 
spread discontent with our mili- 
tary strength and with the state 
of the economy, or if Kennedy 
can persuade the country to be 
dissatisfied. 


Sen. Kennedy’s appeal has 
strength and weaknesses. 


If President Eisenhower and 
Secretary Dulles and Secretary 
Herter have been right — that 
we can only negotiate from 
strength — then it is evident that 
we have not been sufficiently 
strong to cause the Soviets to feel 
that they must negotiate and ne- 
gotiate seriously. They haven't 
been doing so. 

Some of the weaknesses of the 
Kennedy appeal are these: 

While Kennedy can cite mili- 
tary opinion on his side, it is not 
easy for him to persuade the 
country that Gen. Eisenhower's 
judgment as to what is the right 
balance of military. strength is 
unsound and reckless. 


As to our rate of economic 


growth, one of the senator's dif- 
ficulties is that his case is not 
provable, as the recent TV de- 
bate showed. You can get eco- 
nomic data on either side and, 
with take-home pay and employ- 
ment at an all-time high, it is 
extremely hard to demonstrate 
that different political leadership 
would produce better economic 
conditions. 


But Nixon’s case also rests on 
an uncertain premise. His pre- 
mise is that Americans are sub- 
stantially content with the Eisen- 
hower record and that where 
there are points of discontent he 
can be counted on to correct 
them. 


This is an uncertain premise 
because it is impossible to deter- 
mine whether “‘liking Ike’’ — as 
the American people continue un- 
abatedly to do — is the same as 
liking the Eisenhower record. 

If there is not widespread dis- 
content in the country, Kennedy, 
in order to win, must persuade 


“the voters that they ought to be 


discontented. 


If there is widespread discon- 
tent in the country, Nixon, in or- 
der to win, must persuade the 
voters that he is not blind to the 
reasons for discontent and will 
respond.

Gov. Ernest Vandiver a few weeks ago rattled nearly everyone 
when he indicated continuing demands for state services might 
require a general tax increase, Since then the governor has revealed 
the 1961 state budget of nearly $400 million, to be financed without 


tax hikes. 

The governor resisted strong 
pressure on the budget and re- 
fused to consider tax increases 
until his management policies and 
economy measures could take ef- 
fect. In this he has, so far, been 
successful. 


But, faced with continuing pres- 
sure for more money for teachers, 
the university system, mental 
health, medical care and other 
fields, the governor has served 
notice that if the people of Geor- 
gia want to meet these needs, 
they’ll have to pay for them. 


In this connection, Gov. Van- 
diver advanced a significant sug- 
gestion. Pointing out that Georgia 
ranks near the national cellar in 
local school support, he said the 
state might help counties which 
want to undertake property reap- 
praisals and put their own tax di- 
gests on a realistic basis. It is a 
fact that, now, as the state bur- 
den grows heavier and heavier, 
the tax load centers on the hand- 
fui of communities which have 
put local taxes on a fair basis. 


Directorsof the Coosa Valley 
Planning and Development Assn., 
meeting in Chatsworth recently, 
endorsed the governor’s sugges- 
tion and urged that every Sev-

The state does not propose to 
compel counties to act; their par- 
ticipation, even with state assist- 
ance would be on a purely volun- 
tary basis.

Cloud the Issues 


WASHINGTON—The violence and the dire- 
ful portents of the current controversy in the 
; General Assembly of the United Nations would 
presidential campaign even if it were exciting. But the 


Khrushchey turned the Assembly 


session into the most dangerous international brawl in history. 


The issues on which they di- 
vide are abstract. By leaving 
them as abstractions Vice Presi- 
dent Nixon and Sen. Kennedy 
have forced the voters to grope 
through a fog in trying to decide 
the campaign issue on which they 
will base their choice. 

The platforms to which each 
is committed and the speeches 
they are making have led to such 
contentions as the following: 

1. Nixon attacks the promises 
in the Democratic platform to 
expand federal welfare programs 
and the federal role as fiscally 
irresponsible. He predicts gallop- 
ing inflation and irreparable dam- 
age to the productive strength of 
the free enterprise system. But 
he fails to add that the deep di- 
vision in the Democratic Party, 
which he assails as the reason 
why it cannot redeem its 
promises, also makes this disaster 
highly improbable. 

2. Kennedy argues that only 
through greatly increased spend- 
ing and control activities of the 
federal government can the United 
States “begin to move again” in 
a race with the Soviets in which 
he says it has fallen back. But 
he neglects to mention that this 
theory has been tried and found 
wanting. 

3. Nixon extolls the military 
power he attributes to the United 
States to meet all its international 
challenges and gives 
credit to the policies of President 
Eisenhower for steadily aug- 


menting this power. But he 
promises, however, to put it in 
better balance in the light of 


recent developments that he says 
no one, including the President, 
could possibly have foreseen. But 
he glides over the grave flaws, 
including those which have been 
corrected only after Democratic 
exposure. 

4. Kennedy sees small assur- 
ances of a change of current ad- 
ministration policies, -which he 
contends will assure that the mili- 
tary strength of Soviet Russia 
will become superior a f e w. years 
hence. But he ignores the abun- 
dant evidence that Nixon urged 
some of these changes in the 
privacy which his membership in 
the administration imposed on 
such efforts. 

5. Nixon quotes the Democratic 


platform and certain Kennedy 


speeches as demonstrations that 
the senator is committed to cham- 
pion in full the special interest 
programs of pressure groups (such 
as union labor). against the inter- 
ests of the people as a whole. Yet 
he asserts respect for the charac- 
ter and patriotism of a man who 
as president would so shockingly 
commit himself. 

6. Kennedy matches this by the 
assertion that Nixon is a “‘say- 
nothing” candidate of a ‘‘do-noth- 
ing’ party and of an administra- 
tion which has done too little, 
done it wrong at that, and “lost 
world prestige” and the respect 


of its allies.

A campaign is important to the strengthening 


of our way of life and a free election is an inherent privilege in 


a democracy. 

Many of us rather enjoy the 
discussions of fundamental po- 
litical issues, although these dis- 
cussions in an election year are 
likely to be little more than sur- 
face deep, and we enjoy the 
pomp and circumstance, the 
color and the parades. 

In anything like this there are 
bound to be some things we 
don’t hanker for. My two pet 
peeves are the polls and the 
image-fashioning. 

The candidates and their par- 
ties have gone wild, so it seems 
to me, about straw votes and 
the kind of statistics which 
their favorite public - pulse 
measurers produce. I suppose 
a dry-run is inevitable, but too 
often I think the polls are at- 
tempts to find out what people 
are thinking in order to con- 
form policies and practices to 
what people want. 

The creating of an attractive 
“image” bothers me even more 
than the polls. A news maga- 
zine defines the “image” as 
“the sculpting of a candidate's 
public figure to satisfy the quix- 
otic whims of the public’s eye 
and mind.” This seems to be a 
requirement in a generation of 
mass communication, but it 
smacks too much of high-pow- 
ered public relations and is sug- 


gestive of a kind of political 
hypocrisy. It keeps us from 
really knowing a candidate, We 
know only his simulated per- 
sonality. 

But we shouldn't scold the 
candidates and their publicity 
men too severely, for this is a 
game in which many of us par- 
ticipate. We try to make other 
people think that we are better 
than we are. We attempt there- 
by to win an unwarranted ap- 
proval. 


Our Lord spoke of men in His 


day who created for themselves 
“images” which were designed 
to make other men think they 
were good when in truth they 
were evil. What Jesus said to 
them are the strongest words 
which ever came from His lips. 
He said, “Ye are like unto 
whited sepulchres, which indeed 
appear beautiful outward, but 
are within full of dead men’s 
bones”’ (Matthew 23:27). 


I do not mean to suggest that 
the candidates should be simi- 
larly condemned. They are, 
rather, victims of an age which 
seems unwilling to accept a 
man for what he is and so de- 
termines to make him appear 
to be what the man in the street 
desires.

RIO DE JANEIRO (UPI)—Op- 
position candidate Janio Quadros 
took a substantial early lead 
Tuesday in incomplete returns 
from Brazil’s presidential election 
Monday. 


With about 19 per cent of the 
estimated 12,000,000 vote total 
counted, Quadros had 1,170,750 
votes, compared to 719,748 for ex- 
war minister Henrique Teixeira 
Lott, the administration candi- 
date, and 488,247 for independent 
Adhemar de Barros.

Paul Davies, 18, helped pull 
some of the victims’ bodies 
ashore.

I waded into the 
water with several other persons 
and came across two persons still 
in their chairs—floating on the 
surface. 


“They were dead. 


“On the shore 10 or 12 bodies 
lay by themselves. There weren't 
any stretchers yet. Everybody we 
found was mangled, cut and 
twisted. I think the concussion 
when the plane hit broke the thing 
up. The parts were all over the 
water. 


“It happened about 150 feet 
from the shore near the yacht 
club here. We just kept wading 
in and dragging bodies to the 
shore.

Independent Races 


Confuse Counties

Georgia ordinaries, faced with 


perhaps the heaviest 


wave of prospective “independent” candidates in i tf 
apparently can’t agree on what the law on the subject is. 


And they're -not getting much | 


illumination from state officials. 


As a result, different interpreta- 
tions of the law are being made 
in different counties. 


FOUR EXCLUDED 


In DeKalb County, for instance, 
Ordinary Katherine Mann, act- 
ing on the county attorney's opin- 
ion, will exclude four prospec- 
tive independents on the grounds 
that they did not present petiti- 
tions bearing signatures of 5 
per cent of the registered voters. 
Two of the four wanted to run 
for the Legislature 


But in Douglas County, Ordinary 
Robert P. Abercrombie placed an 
independent on the ballot to op- 
pose the Democratic nominee for 
the State Senate. 


Abercrombie said he felt he had 
no other choice under the legal 
advice available to him. 


UP IN AIR 


Throughout the state, the legal 
question is up in the air. 


Secretary of State Ben Fortson 
said he had received some 15 
calls from all parts of the state 
Tuesday alone. 


“There has been more talk 
about it and more calls to me 
about it than at any time in the 
past,” Fortson declared. 


(Some political observers blame 
the flood of independents on the 
coolness of various bigwigs to 
the Democratic presidential slate 
and the resultant weakening of 
party loyalty.) 

The secretary of state said he 
would not know just how many 
independents would be on the bal- 
lot until 15 days before the elec- 
tion (the deadline for qualifying 
for local races). 


The big question is whether a 
member of the General Assembly 
is a county official or a state 
officer. 


Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook said 
Tuesday that his office, with one 
“Inadvertent” exception, has con- 
sistently held that independent 
candidates for local races need 
not have the five per cent peti- 
tion. 


But is a legislator a local of- 
ficer? 
Cook said the courts have not 


ruled on the matter. Until they 
do, or until the Legislature clears 
up the question, he said, he 
would not pass on that question. 

Candidates for state office are 
required to qualify with the sec- 
retary of state, and those for lo- 
cal offices with the county ordi- 
naries. 

Fortson said he is telling ordi- 


naries only that “if it’s a local 
office, it's up to you.”

The Tattnall County grand jury 
will be asked to indict four—and 


possibly six—state prison inmates 
in connection with the fatal “‘gang 
war” stabbings of two other pri- 
soners, Warden R. P. Balkcom 
Jr. said Tuesday. 


Warden Balkcom said he had 
conferred with Bruce D. Dubber- 
ly, solicitor general of the Atlan- 
tic Judicial Circuit, and it was 
decided the murder cases would 
be taken before the Tattnall jury 
when it reconvenes Oct. 17. 


Sol. Gen. Dubberly told The 
Constitution by telephone that 
while the investigation still is in- 
complete, he anticipates asking 
the grand jury for “at least a 
couple of murder indictments.” 


NAMES WITHHELD 


He indicated the jury would be 
asked to indict the other inmates 
linked to the nighttime killings 
on assault with intent to murder 
charges. 


Both Balkcom and Dubberly de- 
clined to indentify the prisoners 
before “‘the case has been pre- 
sented to the grand jury.” 


Balcom said he has compiled 
“many statements” from his in- 
tensive questioning fo the 40-odd 
immates of Dormitory F-1l, scene 
of the brutal outburst in which 
two prisoners—Geraid Frost, 22, 
and Gordon Rex Andrews, 22— 
were stabbed to death with crude, 
homemade weapons.

“But in private,” the young 
husband and father of a 16- 
month-old daughters, Lisa, as- 
sures. 


Nancy played the lead in a 
local production of “Antigone” 
last season— an ingenue role. 
She jumped to a 70-year-old 
character in ‘Chalk Garden,” 
and back to a “no good young 
girl’ in “‘Rose Tattoo.” 


The jet-haired, young actress 
started her husband’s civic 
theater career by accident last 
fall. 

“It went along for the ride 
for Nancy to try out. And I 
ended up with a role while she 
didn't,”” Dick recalls. 


He played the young suitor 
in Theatre Atlanta’s “Happy 
Time.” 

GO TO REHEARSALS 


“We don’t see so many re- 
hearsals that it spoils the il- 
lusion on opening night or that 
we lose the fresh viewpoint of 
the audience,”’ Dick explains. 


But he and his wife try to 
sit in on at least a couple of 
rehearsals when the other one 
has a role. 


Being a volunteer actor grows 
tedious, both admit. 


“Towards show time, we both 
get sick of the confusion and 
constant rehearsing. But when 
the show opens, we're so proud, 
it’s worth it,’’ Nancy says. 


A native of Richmond, Ind., 
she studied at the Academy of 
Theater Arts in Indianapolis 
and has been stagestruck since 
childhood.

Q. Can you tell me how to 
use the weights I’ve heard 
about? I’m told they are put 
in all or most good coats and 
jackets. Is this true and does 
it do something for the gar- 
ment? Where do I buy them? 
—DMiss D. F. 


A. It certainiy is true. Using 
weights at the hemline of a 
jacket or coat will keep the 
front edge opening and hem 
from curling up, especially 
when the fabric is bulky. You 


can purchase weights at any 


counter that sells sewing no- 
tions for clothes or draperies. 
They come in various sizes and 
the heavier the fabric the larg- 
er the weight. First, flatten the 
weight, especially at the edges, 
by hitting it gently with a ham- 
mer. You can use it without 
doing this, but flattening it 
will elmiminate the chance of

its bulging, when sewn into the 
garment. , cut out a square 
of fabric cover the weight. 


Sew it to the upper edge of the 
hem at seams, as illustrated. 


Q. Is there a special way to 
cut and sew velveteen? How 
do 1 press the seams open? 
1 would appreciate it very 
much if you would help me. 
—Mrs. R. J. P. 


A. Yes, velveteen requires 
special handling, mainly be- 
cause of its pile. When cutting, 
follow the cutting layout in 
your pattern for fabric with 
nap. Place all pattern pieces in 
the same direction, with the 
pile running up for a richer 
color. To prevent marring, use 
fine pins or needles when pin- 
ning. Sew with a medium-long 
stitch (about 10-12 stitches per 
inch); avoid outside stitching; 
use taffeta for facings to avoid 
the bulk of two layers of pile 
fabric. I recommend lining the 
dress with taffeta. To press, it 
is advisable to use a needle 
board. Place right side of fab- 
ric against needles and cover 
with a lightweight pressing 
cloth. Press gently with steam 
iron. If you do not have a 
needle board, press on wrong 
side with steam iron, using a 
pressing cloth. But never let 
the weight of the iron rest on 
the fabric. 


Q. What is the difference 
between pressing and iron- 
ing? This confuses me when 
I read the tags that come 
with fabrics.—Mrs. T. T. M. 


A. When you iron, you push 
the iron along the material. 
You would do this when ironing 
a man’s shirt. In pressing, you 
do not push the iron along the 
material, but use steam and 
pressure. You raise the iron, 
put it down firmly, then lift it 
again and set it down firmly at 
the next part of the garment to 
be pressed. Either a steam iron 
is used, or a pressing cloth is 
used with a dry iron.

PITTSBURGH—When Branch Rickey, the empire 
builder, assumed control of the Pirates almost a decade 
ago, he grandiosely embarked on a Five-Year Plan,

“We're pointing toward 1955," sonorously proclaimed the 
Mahatma. “That’s when the bells will start ringing as the red 
wagon comes down the street. That’s when the Pittsburgh folks 
will shout, ‘By George, this is it!’ ”’

That was the year when the 
Top Branch asked for a frank ap- 
praisal from his then-manager, the 
long-suffering Fred Haney. The 
blunt Haney never hesitated. 


“We have a lousy ball club,”’ he 
said. Rickey thought it over. 


“I'm afraid you're correct,” he 


said. 

The red wagon finally rolled this 
season and Pittsburgh fans are hyster- 
ically awaiting the start of the World 
Series at Forbes Field. The journey 
was long and circuitous. It moved 
through the regimes of three general 
managers, Roy Haney, Branch Rickey 
and Joe Brown. Each contributed something toward the construction 
of a championship team although there is so much overlapping that 
the distribution of credit is not simple. Maybe it isn’t necessary. 
There's enough credit to go around. 


—It's Never ‘Just Another Ball Game’ 


The Pirates of 1960 comprise a sound, well-balanced ball club, 
and they have been skillfully handled by a low-pressure manager, 
Danny Murtaugh. They fulfilled their assignments with effortless 
efficiency over the regular season and he never had to give them any 
thought. But this is the World Series. With few exceptions no Pitts- 
burghers ever were previously exposed to such high tension drama. 


When Bucky Harris was managing the Yankees during the 
1947 World Series, he lolled in the dugout one afternoon and 
exchanged pleasantries with the writers. 


“Look at Yogi Berra,” he said with a snicker, “he’s about as 
excited and as emotional as a fire hydrant.” 


The conversation was repeated to Yogi the next spring and the 
ineffable Mr. Berra shuddered. 


“‘Was you ever in a World Series?’’ he asked. “It does somethin’ 
to ya.” 


The phlegmatic Joe DiMaggio nodded in agreement. 


‘You like to pretend that it’s just another ball game,” he said, 
“but you know deep down that it isn’t. I always get jittery and 
scared just before a World Series.” 


It was a stunning admission. 


Yet all ballplayers are affected the same way. It hits those 
who have been through the mill before and it hits newcomers 
to the classic with even harder impact. This is one of those 
intangibles that’s likely to weigh more heavily against the 
Pirates than against the Yankees. 


The night before the 1933 World Series between the Giants and 
Senators, two Giant roomies, Mel Ott and Hughie Critz, turned off 
the lights early and tried to sleep. They couldn’t. Finally Hughie 
got up and paced nervously around the room. Master Melvin joined 
him and walked to the window, staring unseeingly into the darkness 
and biting his fingernails.

“You scared, Hughie?’’ said Ottie, breaking the silence. ‘I'm 


not.” 


“Naw,” said Hughie with a hollow laugh. ‘‘What’s the World 
Series? It’s just another ball game.”’ 


Let’s admit 
it's different and get some sleep.”’ So they did. 


The main trouble with World Series jitters is that no one 
can know where it will strike. In 1928 Babe Ruth, presumably a 
nerveless guy, had a tremendous Series. He hit .625. 


But there was an earlier Series when the Babe came to bat in a 
clutch situation against Rosy Ryan of the Giants. The curve-ball 
wizard had two strikes on him when John McGraw interrupted play 
to stroll to the mound with instructions. 


“Throw the next pitch into the dirt,’’ ordered McGraw, casting 
a contemptuous glance at Ruth. “That big baboon is so over-anxious 
that he'll swing at anything.” 


Ryan bounced one in front of the plate. Ruth struck out:
